News that unemployment re- 
mains at 5 percent only re- 
minds us that there are some 
four and a half million Ameri- 
cans still unemployed. And we 
have to remember that evenam- 
ong the employed there are hun- 
dreds of thousands of skilled 
workers, many living in Ala- 
bama, who are having to take 
makeshift jobs in place of their 
desired careers.

chance be convicted, will be 
entitled to have their cases 
thrown out in higher courts 
due to the irresponsible report- 
ing of some segments of the 
news media, 

In fact, the ones that haveal- 
ready been sentenced may yet 
be freed by higher courts due 
to the behavior of the journa- 
listic lynch mob, 

The orderly procedure by wh- 
ich facts are elecited are def- 
initely lacking as the Senate 
circus convenes in a Perry 
Masonish way each morning. 
Unfortunately, Senate Comm- 
ittees are not courts; they do 
not have cross examination by 
counsel for the accused; they 
can and most certainly do take 
hearsay evidence -- evidence 
that would be inadmissable in 
a court of law. 

As a matter of fact, the 
enormous amount of publicity 
given to heresay evidence in 
televised hearings alone is so 
prejudicial that it would seem 
to preclude the possibility of 
a fair trial, not to mention 
the tremendous amount of pre- 
judicial matter printed by some 
segments of the press, parti- 
cularly the Washington Post. 

In the past, the House has 
also ‘conducted investigations 
of greater importance, but with 
a demeanor completely dif- 
ferent from those hearings cur- 
rently being directed in the 
Senate. A few years ago I 
served on the Committee in- 
vestigating the My Lai massa- 
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cre, We asked many ques- 
tions and got full answers. 
Bui behind closed doord, 
in front of television cameras, 

The transcripts of the hear- 
ings we conducted have not 
been made public for fear they 
might prejudice the case of Lt. 
William Calley and others. 
Someday, when all the legal 
appeals have been exhausted and 
the courts are satisfied that 
there is no danger of prejud- 
icing the case of anyone who 
might have been remotely con- 
nected with the My Lai inci- 
dent, the complete hearings will 
be made public. The Senate 
should conduct Watergate hear- 
ings in a similar mknner. 

Archibald Cox, the spatial 
Watergate prosecutor, has wa- 
rned the Senate Special Commi- 
ttee that continuation of the tele- 
vised hearings and reluctant 
publicity will run the risk of 
damage to investigations and 
any resulting prosecution. 

Having serve as a practicing 
attorney and judge, I fully agree 
with Mr. Cox. If this traves- 
ty of justice -- The Senate 
Watergate hearings -- con- 
tinues without some system of 
procedural safeguards, our 
whole justice system will be 
endangered, and any “evidence” 
that comes out of these hearings 
will muddy the water of justice 
beyond redemption. 

We must know the truth of 
the Watergate matter, but the 
truth will be found in a court 
of law, not in the center ring 
of the Senate circus.

National Farm Safety Week 
will be held the week of July 
25 - 31. The theme for this! 
year’s observation is “Falls 
Hurt -- Be Alert!” 

I have reviewed some of the 
material sent out by the Nat- 
ional Safety Council and learned 
that falls are among the most 
common accidents on the farm. 
At the same time they are the 
most difficult to guard against. 
About one third of all injur- 
ies in a recent year were the 
result of falls. 

A detailed investigation has 
revealed that the yard and 
the kitchen were the scenes 
of nearly 40% of all accidents. 
Common hazards around the 
farm include (1) cluttered work 
areas, (2) slippery surfaces, 
(3)poor, weak ladders, (4) bro- 
ken flooring and loose rugs.

On Equipment 


The Elba City Council opened 
bids last week on the purchase 
o! three new pieces of equip- 
ment, Joe Money Machinery Co. 
of Montgomery was low bidder 
on all three items and the coun- 
cil voted to go ahead with pur- 
chase plans 

The three new pieces of 
equipment include an asphalt 
kettle for heating asphalt used 
in patching damaged streets at 
a bid price of $1,377.00. Also 
a curbing machine at $2,155. and 
a concrete mixer for $773. 

The council received a re- 
port from thé firm working on 
the 20 year airport master plan. 
The planners advised the coun- 
cil to hold off on rebuilding the 
hangers destroyed in the recent 
storms until the master plan was 
approved. It was noted that this 
would insure the proper place- 
ment of the hangers with the long 
time prospective of the 20 year 
plan. They alsourged the coun- 
cil to hold off on selling three 
acres of land to Wilco Truck 
Rentals at $1,250 per acre for 
the same reasons. 

The council had previously 
voted to sell Wilco 3 acres pro- 
viding they built a building in 
12 months and providing it met 
approval of airport regulations. 
That agreement, which includ- 
ed a buy-back clause at the same 
price if Wilco ever quit using, is 
now held up awaiting the com- 
pletion of the airport 20 year 
pfan. 

A short period of time was 
spent reviewing plans for $100, 
000 of paving and resurfacing on 
Elba streets this summer. 

The councilmen voted to hold 
their next meeting on July 2nd 
(Monday) rather than the regular 
meeting on July 3rd.
